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[Title of the invention] 

An embedded hearing aid [Detailed Description of the Invention] 

[Industrial Apphcation Field] 

This devise relates to an embedded hearing device. 

In addition, an embedded hearing device such as embedded middle ear implant 
and the embedded cochlear implant that outside the body part is combined with 
an internal part as for this, and it is it is related to. 

[Problems to be solved by the Invention] 

With a conventional embedded hearing device, outside the body part is 
outstanding from extemal at the time of an application. 

Therefore, the wearability that was not outstanding of the people that wear did 
a device as for this was not able to meet enough postulate to be preferable. 

This invention is going to solve the assignment. 

This is not outstanding from extemal. 

In addition, this is an embedded hearing device having "the outside the body 
part which the most suitable position relational can be taken as optionally to 
drive an intemal part". 

[Means to solve the Problems] 

An embedded hearing device conceming this devise becomes the support-plate 
which installed installation member subject to outside the body part storing 
poket and the head which received outside the body part element. 

[Operations] 
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In this devise, wear done outside the body part is concealed with one's hair and 
part wig. 

In addition, in this devise, degrees of freedom of attachment position of outside 
the body part is magnified. 

[Examples] 

One embodiment of the invention is explained in consonance with a chart as 
follows. In figure 1, figure 2, it seems to be the following. 

41 is "a resin material having the softness, besides, to adjust to head shape 
lightly". 

And this is buccal model-shaped support-plate, 

(42) it is bag-shaped outside the body part storing poket. 

In addition, this is arranged by open end of buccal model-shaped support-plate 

(41). Three sides of outside the body part storing poket (42) of a letter of 

quadrangle are fixed to support-plate (41) by an adhesive means. Other side 

becomes free, and it opens. Thus, outside the body part can be put in and out 

than this aperture. Storing poket (42) should receive and maintain outside the 

body part, and it should be a letter of bag. 

However, when this considers a permeability and sound pick-up facility and 
adhesion to head, preferred what is arranged in the mesh which becomes an 
elastic material with double sided. 

Installation member subject (43) to attach support-plate (41) detachably to hair 
can employ by a clip block gateway. 

A couple provides installation member subject (43) above and below back (41) 
in example. 

This thing is to assure installation, and only one place may be made for the top. 
Face of support-plate (41) comprising installation member subject (43) is done 
with rear face (face coming in contact with the head side). 
With such a status, as for the top layer of support-plate (41), a partial wig (44) 
covers top layer entire surface. When, as for the entity of this partial wig (44), 
one's hair is thin, and it is delicious, and outside the body part cannot be covered 
with hair, it is effective. 

As for it, as for the partial wig, it is not always necessary in human being 
(female sex of long hair) which there is enough of own hair. 
By the above-mentioned configuration, possess it, and outside the body part 
storing poket (42) can be mounted in optimum position by means of member 
subject (43). 
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Besides, outside the body part wear is concealed by one's hair and a partial wig 
(44) by this. 

[Effects of the Invention] 

As for this devise, appearance is not outstanding in what wear can make 
outside the body part in hair as above. 

In addition, this is effective in can answer a request of a wearer enough. In 
addition, position of outside the body part as opposed to an internal part can be 
done suitably easily, there is the effect that can improve hearing performance.
